Nowelet vs ſee howe to pnt this 
Garment on, Many fumbleabour it, 
like Children which had need of one 
ro put on their clothes . Some pur 
on Chriſt as acloake, which hangeth 
vpon their ſhoulders, .and coucreth 
them when they coe abroadeto bee 
feene of men - they can caſt on the 
cloakeof holinelſe , and ſeeme for a 
while as holy as the belt, but ſo ſoune 
as they come home, the cloake goeth 
of,and the manis as he was, wh ofe vi- 
zard was better then his face. Thus 
Hypocrites put on Chriſt, as many 
Tetaine yato noble men, not to doo 
them any ſeruice, but to haue their 
countenance, Many put on Chriſt 
likeahar, which gocth oft to everve 
one which meetes them: ſo cuerye 
temptatio which meers them, makes 
them forget what they hearde, what 
thevpronuſed , what they reſolued, 
and change their waye , as though 
they had not repented at all. So the 
common people like your ſclues.put 
on Chriſt , they are zealous, ſolong 
as they are inthe Church , and beate |

their breſts , and caſt yp their eyes, 


like the Publican,when they heare a Lube18.n, 


ſentence which mooues them , as 
though they would doo no more a« 
eainſk that ſaying while they linc. 
But the next buſines putteth all out 
of mind, til they come to the church 
azaine. Some put on Chriſtasagloue, 
which couereth but the hand,ſo they 
put on the face of Chriſt, or the tong 
of Chriſt, but their hands worke and 
their feet walke, as they did before, 
So many profeſlours of Religion put 
on Chriſt , which call but for dilci- 
pline &reformation,that they might 
getaname ofzealeand finceritie, to 
coucrſome fault, which they would 
not beſuſpeted of. Thus every man 
would couer himſelfe with Chriſt, 
but they haue not the skill, or they 
haue not the will to put him on.
